MAY CHANGE THE DATES 


There Is a Possibility That the 
Fair May Be Held in July 
Next Year 


Although the Exhibition Associa- 


tion had, not sufficient time to close 


their books and no _ official state- 


ment has:as yet been prepared. it 


is estimated that the total attendance 


for the four days of the fair is 39,000, 
with total receipts at $22,000, of which 
entrances amounted to $7,500, Grand 
Stand $4,500, circus $1,000, and. privi- 
leyes percentages $5.000. 

These figures make a record which 
stirpass those of any event or exhi- 
bition ever held in the city of Edmon- 
ton, and the directors have the satis-|. 
faction of knowing that if the whole 
four days had been brilliant sunshine 
like the second day, the totals would 
have nearly twice the amount. thit 
they are.

According tu a lettergram sent by 
Commissioner Bouillon, to the secre- 
tary of the Department of Interior, at 
Otrawa, the city intends to send engi- 
neers to Big Island, Grand Rapids, on 
the Athabasca River, very shortly, to 
investigate the proposal to establish a 
hydro-eleciric plant at that point.

CRIPPEN AND TYPIST 


FACE MURDER CHARGE 


BOTH THE NOTORIOUS DOCTOR AND MISS LE NEVE 


ACCUSED OF MURDER 


OF BELLE ELMORE — GIRL 


CHARGED WITH HIDING CRIPPEN—APPEAR IN BOW 


STREET POLICE COURT.

Crippen, the 
Clara 
accused of the murder of Belle Elmore 
the former's wife, in the 
charge read to them in the Bow Street 
police court today. Miss Leneve was 
charged also with harboring and main- 
taining Crippen after the crime and 
while knowing that he committed it. 

During the proceedings Inspector 
Dew, who brought the prisoners back 
from Canada, introduced evidence that 
went to show that Crippen contem- 
plated suicide while at sea, following 
his flight from this country. Crippen 
was quoted as also declaring that his 
companion knew nothing of the trou- 
ble in which he was involved,

known women whose body was found 
in the cellar of the Crippen house at 
Hilldrop Crescent. The fact that 
both were today accused of the mur- 
der of Belle Elmore, the actress, wife 
of the doctor, leads to the supposition 
that the mutilated Body had been 
identified to the satisfaction of the 
authorities. It also suggests that the 
police have more evidence concer ning 
Miss Leneve's connection with the 
tragedy than they have made known 
heretofore.

sisted of the introduction of evidence 
against the accused at the close of 
which they were remanded until Sep- 
tember 6th without having pleaded or 
made any . comment of the charge 
against them. Few persons except 
those connected with the case were 
admitted to the police court.

Crip- 
pen leaned forward and spoke to New- 
ton, his counsel. The latter asked 
Dew if the prisoners had been ar- 
rested by hize on July 31 and Dew 
replied that they were really arrested 
by the Canadian police. Replying 
further to Newton, Dew said the pris- 
oners gave him absolutely no trouble, 
Newton's request to be allowed to see 
the depositions was refused.

SHOULD? 


Are we building for a greater Ed- 
monton? 

Ask any of the civic fathers, and no 
doubt the answer would be prompt 
and decisive: “Yes, of course we are.” 

' © But are we? Let us see just what 


“is being done along this line. Ed- 
- monton is a city that prides itself as 


being a model city. We have munici- 
pal ownership here, we are practical- 
fy the only city in Canada: that has; 
and further, other cities appeal to us 
to find out how we do it, and if it is 
proving successful. Naturally, we are 
proud ‘over this fact. But is it not 
Have 

we not stopped far short of the ideal 
“of municipal ownership? We own the 

utilities: light, power, telephone, and 
~ street transportation. Why not own 


3 the city itself? Why not own land, 
_ warehouses, and dwellings? Why not 


‘own and operate freight handling ter- 


*minals? 


Do these things seem foolish and 
‘visionary? They may appear so at 
“first blush, but in reality they are not. 
‘In fact they are even past the experi- 
‘mental’ stage, for German cities have 

done and are doing these things and 
* what is more, are making them pay. 
_ Let_us see, then, what Germany is 
‘ accomplishing in city building. Many 
‘interesting and instructive facts.in re- 
gard to this matter were set forth by 

Frederick C. Howe in a recent issue of 
’Scribner’s Magazine. They are worth 


many of these things with great pro- 
‘fit‘to herself. 

In the first place far-sightedness is 
a characteristic in city building, We 
talk here in Edmonton very proudly 
“of the day, not very far distant, when 
fifty or a’ hundred thousand people 
will be making their homes here. And 
yet it'is rather an amusing although 
deploratile fact, that we are not by 
any manner of means building for that 
time. 

“In city building, as in other mat- 
ters,, all science is the handmaiden of 
politics... The engineer and the archi- 
tect, the artist and the expert in hy- 
giene are alike called upon to contri- 
bute to the city’s making. The Ger- 
man cities aré thinking of tomorrow 
as well as_of the generation that is 
now upon the stage. Germany alone 
sees the city as the centre of the ciy- 
jlization of the future, and Germany 
alone is building her cities so as to 
make them contribute to the happi- 
ness, health and well-being of the 
people.” 

It is in the last few points that we 
fall so far short of what we ought to 
be doing. We do not consider beauty 
or art in the building of our city. 
And in what great principle are we 
falling down in this matter? In the 
control of the real estate. The Ger- 
man city. begins at the foundation and 
builds up. The Canadian city just lets 
the city grow. In Edmonton we own 
our utilities. They are the life blood 
of a community it is true, but beneath

“hTe foresight of the city does not 
end here. Streets, boulevards, parks, 
open spaces and sites for public build- 
ings and school houses are laid out far 


‘{in advance of the city's growth. Maps 


of wide’stretches of open country, still 
used as pasture-land, may be seen in 
the City Hall (not in some real-estate 
office) upon. which are indicated the 
streets, parks, and building sites—all 
far beyond the city limits. To this 
plan the owner must conform. When 
he places his land upon the market it 
must be done in harmony with the 
city’s plan. The orderly development 
of the municipality is the first consid- 
eration, There -can be no_ wild-cat 
speculation, no cheap and narrowed 
streets, no jerry-building. Everything 
must be done as the city wills. By 
this means the slums and the tenement 
are exterminated, In Cologne, for in- 
stance, twenty-five per ¢ent of the 
land must be left vacant in the busi- 
ness section, while the buildings must 
not be more than four stories in 
height. In the next outer area 
thirty-five -per cent. of the land 
must be unoccupied. In ‘the 
third building area fifty per ‘cent. 
of the land must be free, and 
only two storey buildings erected, 
while in the outskirts of the city 
sixty per cent. must be left unoccupi- 
ed. Similar resctrictions are imposed 
in other cities. Health, beauty and 
comfort stand higher than do the 
tights of the land speculator. 

‘But the city does not injure the 
land owner. It really protects him, 
erer aside from the value which |: 
growth and development of the city 
create. It saves a’ neighbourhood! 
from tawdry buildings. Even the 
open spaces and the broad thorough- 
fares taken without compensaticm, 
from the owner up to thirty or forty 
per cent of the area, make the land 
which femains that much more val- 
uable..... If the owner refuses 
to dedicate the land required, or the 
building plan is nat acceptablk ‘to! 
him, legal proceeding are open to 
determine whether his plans are rea- 
sonable. As a matter of practice, 
however, real estate owners co-op- 
erate ‘with the city. © They have 
found it to their interest to do so.’ 

And above all this there is art 
in everything. The rectangular form 
of street building should be abolish- 
ed, and great sweeping curves used 
instead. Not only art, but foresight, 
intelligence and common ‘sense are 
used. “The German city assumes: 
that those who use “he streets have 
a’ right to be protected from the 
ugly as much as from any oirher 
nuisance.” 6 

And what does all’ this do? It 
attracts people. Done here in Ed- 
monton it would bring ‘manufactur- 
ers and business. People would 
come here because they choose a 
beautiful city as a place of resi- 
dence. “And ta bautiful city” pays 
not only in the current coin of com- 
merce, but in the refinement, the 
cheerfulness, the happiness and the 
outlook on life of the poor citizen.

The mistaken idea of the 
paramountcy of private praperty does 
not exist in Germany, and it should 
not remain in existence here. ‘There 
“humanity is first. The city enjoys 
some of the sovercignity of the Em- 
pire. It can promote the. beautiful. 
It can destroy the ugly. It can pro- 
tect its poor: It cam educate as it 
wills. It can plan for the future.” 

By thus having control of the land 
the city is able to plan the city. The 
area is extended, and then the building 
is: controlled. 

‘It plans: for its future building. 
The architects and engineers are 
called in for consultation. A plan is 
made of the surrounding territory, of 
the topography of the land, the natur-

FOR CANADIANS 


(From the Winnipeg Telegram.) 

That Canadian -buildings should be 
reserved for 'the display of the skill 
and taste of Canadian architects is a 
sentiment that will meet «with hearty 
approval, and the principle of protec- 
tion in this regard wnight well ‘be ex- 
tended to Canadian engineers and con- 
tractors as well. There .are many 
points of view from which such a prin- 
ciple can {be defended. 

In the first place it would tend to 
elevate ithe profession in (Canada and 
develop a thigher type of efficiency. It 
is not intended to convey the idea 
that Canadian architects are not effi- 
cient, but that there is always an ideal’ 
ahead of what has been actually at- 
tained, in matters involving the artis- 
tic faculty especially. © There would 
have been no ‘Michael ‘Angelo but for 
Lorenzo the Magnificent, and if Can- 
ada canont afford to ‘be magnificent, 
it can, at least, afford by patronage to 
encourage what artistic talent it pos- 
sesscs. 

In the next place it would tend to 
the development of a distinctly Can- 
adian style and school of architecture. 
The character of any nation may be 
judged at once by its architecture, of 


are the primeval expression- of nat- 
ional and civic character, they should 
be of indigenous design, unless we 
are to-have the character of apes, who 
copy what they cannot originate, ‘This 
is said in no disparagement of the 
enrichmetn of home art by foreign 
ideas, but this should ibe ‘through the 
person of the home artist and not 
otherwise. 

The United States and Canada have 
perpetrated as many, if mot more, 
architectural monstrosities than even 
Great Britain, and when that is said, 
nothing more can be, unless a com- 
parison is instituted with Esquimaux 
or aboriginal Africans, But of date 
years a distinct improvement is notice- 
able in style and ‘convenience, which 
it is the object of art to dignify, not 


sion is worth while from a Canadian 
standpoint. 

On purely cconomic grounds the 
suggestion has notable merits. Instead 
of enriching a great profession in 
other countries we would be enrich- 
ing one in our own. ‘And foreign ar- 
chitects as well as engineers and con-

Cameron Broke Records 
There were several events worthy 
of special mention, In the 220 yards 
dash, Fred Parney, provincial cham- 
pion,, was beater by Buckham and 
Cundal. Buckham, who is really a 
member of the Irish, ran as from 
Strathcona, as the ‘club to which he is 
attached, for some reason, made his 
official entries in the meet. Parney 
has not been in active training since 
ithe provincial meet, and was unable to 
go the distance at ‘his usual speed.

London, Aug. 27.—A Pekin corres- 
pondent writes that Prince Tsai Tao, 
the chief of the Chinese military mis- 
sion which has spent two months in 
visiting the principal European coun- 
tries, has cut off his pigtail. - 

The news was received with delight 
at Pekin by the officers of the Chinese 
army, who feel sure that the Prince, 
who is their commander-in-chief, 
means to give them permission to fol- 
low his example. 

If the report should prove true it 
will mean that a revolution has be- 
gun. The army, no doubt, xl follow 
his example, and though the military 
caste is not so important in China as 
it is in some western countries, it is 
yet influential. When the immemorial 
queue disappears China will have 
made a long stride towards the West. 
The pig-tail has always been one of 
the Chinaman’s most cherished pos- 
sessions, and its removal, as jin the 
case of criminals, has hitherto been 
regarded as the profoundest degreda- 
tion.

DEATH OF MADAM LATULIPPE 


Aged French-Canadian Pioneer Who 
Came to This District 26 Years 
ago, Died Yesterday 


The death of Madame Joseph Latu- 
lippe (nee Elizabeth Harnois), took 
place yesterday morning at her home 
onthe St. Albert road, /I‘he deceased 
was 71 years of age, and had come to 
this part of the country in 1884, with 
her husband wand family, from St. Leon 
County of 'Maskinonge, ‘P.Q. At that 
time there was no railivay line from 
Calgary to Edmonton, and to cover 
that part of the ro1l meant to them 
26 days of wagon travel. She was a 
pioneer in the =rue sense of the word, 
She had seen the hard beginning of 
Northern Alberta, including the half- 
breed rebellion of 1885. When immi- 
gration brought more people into the 
St. Albert District the Latulippe house 
became a kind of stopping place, and | 
numerous are the settlers who pak 
from the deceased, relief and consola- 
tion in words and deeds. 

Even in election times she proved 
a factor. ‘It was a pleasure to hear 
her state, in her own picturesque lan- 
guage, her experiences during the po- 
litical campaigns, and in all matters 
connected with ‘the life and develop- 
ment of this country as it has been 
during the last quarter of a century. 
Her memory will live amongst those 
who came in contact with her, for she 
was clever, kind-hearted and genial, 
and did possible as much as any other 
person in the pioneering days for the 
good of Alberta. 

She was a cousin of the late Ludger 
Luvernay, in his day one of the lead- 
ing French-Canadians of Montreal,and 
of the Reverend Father -Harnois, O.M. 
I, ‘lo mourn her loss she leaves a 
husband and five children. Her funeral 
will take place om ‘Tuesday at ten 
o'clock in the morning, at the Roman 
Catholic Cathedral in the town of St.
